This Petition is filed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.102, to request 
that application S . N . 09877999 , related to biotechnology, filed by 
Maxime Ranger, et al, a small entity, and entitled "Water-Soluble 
Stabilized Self-Assembled Polyelectrolytes" be granted " special " 
status. 

Applicant herein states that applicant is a small entity, 
such status being established for S . N . 09/877 , 999 by submission of 
the filing fee for a small entity on 06/08/2001. 

Applicant further states that the subject matter of the 
application is a major asset of the small entity. 

Applicant additionally states that the development of the o 
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technology of S . N . 09/877 , 999 will be significantly impaired if % 
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examination of the patent application is delayed. 5 
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The application deals with supramolecular self-assemblies 
which are utilized in conjunction with various constituents 
inclusive of targeting ligands, genetic materials and peptides. 
Development of the technology to a commercial level requires that 
an economy of scale be achieved. In order for this to happen, it 
is incumbent upon applicant to submit evidentiary materials to 
various manufacturers and to professionals in the area of 
performance of clinical trials such that they will feel confident 
in expanding production of the claimed technology to a point at 
which it becomes sufficiently inexpensive to be put into 
widespread use. This will require that examination of the 
application be accelerated so that the likelihood of obtaining 
patent protection can be ascertained. 

Therefore, applicant respectfully requests that this 
petition for "special" status be granted.
